During the week ended November 23, 50 new cases of cholera, with 
14 deaths, occurred in St. Petersburg.

Australia — Melbourne. — Ttvo months ended October 3, 1908. Esti- 
mated population 526,400. Total number of deaths not reported, 
including enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 1, and diphtheria 9. Cases: 
Enteric fever 9, scarlet fever 64, and diphtheria 146. 
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State of Victoi-ia. — Two months ended October 3, 1908. Estimated 
population 1,237,998. Total number of deaths not reported. Deaths 
from contagious diseases reported were enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 2, 
and 18 from diphtheria. Cases : Enteric fever 31, scarlet fever 114, 
and diphtheria 280. 

Austria-Hungary — Budapest. — Month of October, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 804,200. Total number of deaths, 1,060, including 
enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 5, diphtheria 6, and 2 from measles. 
Cases: Enteric fever 11, scarlet fever 145, diphtheria 61, measles 87, 
and whooping cough 5. 

Brazil — Oeara. — ^Month of October, 1908. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths, 75, including entei'ic fever 5, whoop- 
ing cough 3, and 10 from tuberculosis. 

Sao Paulo, Santos, and Campinas. — Two weeks ended October 25, 
1908. Estimated population, 300,000. Total number of deaths, 424, 
including measles 7, enteric fever 1, smallpox 21, whooping cough 3, 
diphtheria 1, and 34 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — Yukon Territory — Dawson. — Month of September, 1908. 
Total number of deaths, 2.

Ontario — Hamilton. — Month of November, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 66,967. Total number of deaths, 73, including enteric fever 
3, scarlet fever 2, diphtheria 1, and 6 from tuberculosis. Cases: 
Enteric fever 4, scarlet fever 24, diphtheria 6, and whooping cough 15. 

Ontario — Niagara Falls. — Month of November, 1908. Estimated 
population, 10,000. Total number of deaths, 15. 

British Columhia — Victoria. — Month of November, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 60,100. Total number of deaths from all causes, 29, 
ipcluding 1 from tuberculosis. Cases: Measles 3, scarlet fever 2, 
diphtheria 13, whooping cough 10, enteric fever 12. 

Nova Scotia — Yarmouth. — Month of November, 1908. Estimated 
population, 6,700. Total number of deaths, 15; causes of death not 
reported. Cases: Scarlet fever 3, diphtheria 7. 

Colombia — Cartagena. — Two weeks ended November 16, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 30,000. Total number of deaths, 17, including 3 
from tuberculosis. Cases: Tuberculosis 2. 

France — Nice. — Month of October, 1908. Estimated population, 
150,881. Total number of deaths, 182, including diphtheria 2, enteric 
fever 3, and 41 from tuberculosis. 

St. Etienne.—Hy^o weeks ended November 15, 1908. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 134, including enteric 
fever 4, scarlet fever 1, diphtheria 1, and 26 from tuberculosis. Cases: 
Enteric fever 5, diphtheria 5, and scarlet fever 17. 

Gibraltar.— Three weeks ended November 22, 1908. Estimated 
population, 36, 830. Total number of deaths, 24, including enteric fever 
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1, and 3 from tuberculosis. Cases: Enteric fever 4, measles 22, and 
tuberculosis 3. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended November 
21, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 15.6 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London. — One thousand three hundred and fifty-seven deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 32, scarlet fever 8, diph- 
theria 16, enteric fever 11, whooping cough 7, tuberculosis 145, and 
31 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 15.1 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,988 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 5 from measles, 1 
from scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, and 3 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. - -The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended November 21, 1908, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 20.1 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Galway, viz, 3.9, and the highest in Wexford, viz, 42.0 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended November 21, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 17.3 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 22.8, and the 
lowest in Paisley, viz, 10.4 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 610, includipg enteric fever 4, 
diphtheria 9, scarlet fever 8, measles 2, and 16 from whooping cough. 

Italy — Genoa. — Months of September and October, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 279,163. Total number of deaths, 640, including 
diphtheria 1, enteric fever 13, scarlet fever 1, and -99 from tubercu- 
losis. Cases: Smallpox 7, enteric fever 64, scarlet fever 9, diphtheria 6, 
measles 16. 

Japan — Formosa. — Six weeks ended October 31, 1908. Estimated 
population, 3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. Deaths 
from contagious diseases reported were 13 from enteric fever. Cases: 
Enteric fever 53, scarlet fever 1, and diphtheria 3. 

Spain — Ahneria. — Month of October, 1908. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths, 131, including enteric fever 2, whoop- 
ing cough 2, and 13 from tuberculosis.
